In that 
year, your chances of death in an 
auto were greater. 


Respect For the Law— 

More than 700 school supervisors 
from every section of California 
met in San Francisco this month 
and heard a lot about new-fangled | 
teaching methods. But the key- | 
riote address, in outlining how our | 
schools may make better men of | 
the citizens of tomorrow, dealt with | 
no ultra-modern new ideas. It | 
called for a return to fundamen- 
tals. ‘Unless we build ideals of | 
honesty, love and _ respect for 
truth,” said the keynote speaker, 
“and unless there is a sense of re- 
sponsibility and respect for law, 
no system of justice can effectual- | 
ly operate.” Were these ideals 
more deeply rooted, a good part of 
our troubles would vanish. There 
would be no kidnappings and no 
lynchings. There would be no bit- 
ter attacks of class on class, no 
followers for preachers of cure-} 
schemes and foreign “isms.” 
Plainly, what America needs more 
than anything else these days are 
“ideals of honesty, love and re- | 
spect for truth—-a sense of respon- | 
sibility and respect for law.”

“Before a picket line or strike is 
recognized it must first meet with 
the approval of the Central Labor 
Council of Alameda county.” This 
resolution, presented by Teamsters’ 
Union, Local No. 70, was adopted 
by the central labor council at this 
week’s session. 

By the action of the council un- 
authorized strikes are declared 
illegal and will not be supported 
by the labor movement unless first 
going through the proper pro- 
cedure. 

The building trades council here 
had a similar resolutian adopted 
some 13 months ago. It has proved 
successful and has eliminated a 
number of “quickie” strikes.

Green Says Idle

Only 87,000 More Persons 
Were Employed in Decem- 
ber Than in November 

The existence in December of an 
army of unemployed working men 
and women numbering nearly nine 
million and the destruction of over 
two million jobs by machinery 
since 1929 along with a large in- 
crease in the productivity of the 
toilers combine to make a drastic 
reduction in the hours of 


unemployed problem, William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor declared 
his current statement on 
ployment. 

The text of Mr. 
ment follows: 

“The American 
Labor unemployment estimate for 
December, 1936, shows 8,917,000 
without work in industry or agri- 
culture. This represents a gain in 
employment since November, when 
9,004,000 were out of work. The 
high rate of business activity in 
the Christmas season created 
enough jobs to offset layoffs of 
250,000 in agriculture and 69,000 in 
building construction. Wholesale 
and retail trade alone added 415,- 
000 workers to their payrolls. In 
industry as a whole, employment 
increased in December. 

“These figures have been revised 
by the preliminary reports of the 
1935 business census. Although 
further revision may be necessary 
when the final census reports have 


all been published, we do not anti- | 


cipate any great change from these 
figures. 
Havoc Played by Machinery 


“Tt is significant that, after | 
nearly four years of recovery, | 
when activity in our producing 


industries is approaching normal, 
we still have nearly 9,000,000 who 
have found no place in normal in- 
dustrial work. 

“The army of jobless is being 
increased steadily by labor saving 
devices and we estimate that since 
1929 at least 2,250,000 jobs 
been eliminated in our 
by a general increase in produc- 
tivity amounting to 10 per cent 

“These losses are offset in 
by about 1,000,000 new jobs’ in 
government education, wine and 
beer industries and _ self-employ- 
ment, but our labor need today,

$17,000 were still without 
work. 
Work Increases 500,000 Annually 
‘Since our working population is 
increasing at the rate of about 
500,000 persons per year, industry 
must provide for these new work- 
ers as well as those already un- 
employed. Thus since the depres- 
sion low point, March, 1933, nearly 
2,250,000 workers have joined the 
ranks of those seeking 
ment. This constant increase in 
our work force while industry is 
displacing workers with machines 
makes immediate reduction of 
work hours essential.

“Some help in providing for the 
unemployed is now being given by 
old age pensions under the social 
security program and by federal 
youth administration scholarships 
to keep young persons in school 
It has not thus far 
been possible to account for these 


items in our unemployment fig- 
ures. They are not yet, however, 


reaching a large. enough number 
of our working population to make 
important differences in our esti- 
mate of the unemployed. 

“Reports from the department of 
labor show that in December 3,- 
500,000 of the unemployed had 
work on PWA and WPA projects.”

In 
these tonsorial parlors there were 
56 employes on the payroll, most 
of whom were, it fair to presume, 
barbers. The total wages received 
by these 56 employes were $38,- 
000. 
| Why did the barbers of this clty 
get union minded and organize in 
the latter part of 1936? Here's the 


answer. In 1935, the average 
yearly earnings of these 56 em- 
ployes in the 1935 barber shop 


listing amounted to only $678.90. 
There is no need of further com- 
ment. Less than $700 was, indeed, 
a meagerly wage for any man fol- 
lowing a trade that is listed by the 
government as a profession.

LABOR HERE TO ASK VOTERS T0 
REPEAL ANTI-PICKETING LAW 


The campaign to remove shackles from labor’s progress by 
repealing the Oakland anti-picket law has started with a rush. 
Petitions to place the repeal measure on the ballot at the 
April 11 municipal election already are being circulated, it was 
announced by William Spogner, secretary of the central labor 


council and chairman of the repeal 
committee. 

A mecting of the secretaries of 
all unions affiliated with the build- 
ing trades council, the central 
labor council and the railroad 
brotherhoods has been called for 
10 o’clock next Sunday morning, 
February 21, in Spooner’s office in 
the Pacific building. 

“The primary purpose of this 
meeting is to assure co-operation 
of all unions in the all-important 
task of getting signatures on the 


petitions,” Spooner announced. 


“We want to get every possible 
signature of registered Oakland | 
voters on these petitions, not only 


| to assure that the measure will go 


on the ballot but also to impress 
the public with the widespread de- 
mand for repeal of this obstructive, 
anti-American and unconstitutional 
law. 

“The exact procedure for circu- 
lating the petitions to safeguard 
their full legality will be explained 
at Sunday’s meeting, and it is im- 
portant that every union be repre- 


|; sented. 


Now that we have under- 
taken this campaign, labor must 
exert every resource to assure suc- 
cess and to serve notice that anti- 
labor laws will not be tolerated.” 


The commiittee hopes all peti- 
tions will be filed by March 1 to 
give ample time for checking sig- 
natures. The deadline is March 11. 

The repeal committee met Mon- 
day and mapped plans for a rous- 
ing publicity campaign to inform 
every Oakland voter as to the real 
facts in regard to the anti-picket 
law and the vital necessity to erase 
it from the statute books. The 
campaign will get into full swing 
by March 1. 

Reasons for Repeal Given 

Reasons for demanding the re- 
peal of this repressive law are set 
forth succinctly on the petitions as 
follows: 

“The right of labor unions to 
participate in peaceful picketing is 
upheld by our supreme court, 
which would not take this stand 
unless it recognized both the neces- 
sity of picketing from the stand- 
point of working men, and the ad- 
visability of it from the standpoint 
of the general public. 

“The present anti-picketing or- 
dinance denies to working people 
this legal right. Curiously enough, 
extraordinary police powers given

Direct Agreement Lacking 

“It is significant that no direct 
agreement was signed by the man- 
agement of General Motors and} 
the representatives of the united 
automobile workers’ union. The 
settlement was arrived at through 
an exchange of letters which 
passed between Governor Murphy 
and the representatives of General 
Motors. It will require a careful 
examination of this correspondence | 
in order to determine whether 
losses sustained by the automobile 
workers who have been on strike 
for forty days compare. with 
gains, if any, which may be in- 
cluded in the exchange of letters. 

Closed Shop Not Recognized 

“One thing is certain; the 
settlement arrived at provides that 
the united automobile workers of 
America may deal with General 
Motors’ management for those 
who are members of the united 
automobile workers of America 
only. The representatives of other 
groups, including company unions, 
are accorded the same privilege 
There is nothing contained in the 
letters exchanged which can 
remotely interpreted meaning 
recognition of the closed shop prin- !

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Making Our Courts Respect Democracy 


Quite a stir has been occasioned by President Roosevelt's 
recommendations to Congress that the six U. S. Supreme Court 
justices who are more than three-score and ten either resign 
and be replaced by six others, or in the event of their failure to 
resign that the court be enlarged by six additional jurists, which 
unquestionably would swing the present 
dogged reaction now in control to that of progressive liberalism. 

This is one way of curbing the marked tendency of our 
highest courts, and other courts, as well, to usurp the legislative 
department of our government both by nullifying laws enacted 
by congress, by declaring them unconstitutional, and in actually 
legislating by using opinions of judges, read into court deci- 
sions, to supplant statute laws, enacted by the various law- 
making bodies, both state and national. 

For a couple generations our courts have departed entirely 
from their original moorings and have virtually set themselves 
up through court edicts as dictators and czars over the masses 
of the people. In labor disputes they have invented the in- 
famous injunction method of breaking strikes and completely 
overriding both executive and legislative authority that might 
be favorable to labor. It is by declaring unconstitutional laws 
enacted by Congress that the U. S. Supreme Court has called 
down upon its head the well-merited and richly deserved re- 
buke administered by President Roosevelt, not only in his 
special message but also in his recent inaugural address. 


Among the laws which have been regularly enacted by Con- | 


gress, in response to popular demand, only to be outlawed by 
court decisions, are such laws as the child labor law, the 
women’s eight-hour law, the national recovery act and a num- 
ber of other New Deal enactments. These laws had been in 
force and effect and were doing inestimable good, when our 
high court nullified them one by one, by declaring them un- 
constitutional. 


Of late years courts have shown a marked tendency to set 
themselves on a higher pedestal than the people themselves, 
who constitute the real and fundamental power, that created 
them in the first place. It is high time that such judges, as 
have yielded to this tendency, be brought down to earth again 
by having it made so plain to them that this is a democracy, 
in which the will of the majority of the people is a higher man- 


date than can legally be issued by any department of govern- | 


ment—yes, even by the highest branch of our judicial depart- 
ment. 

Whenever six men, who are old enough to be in their 
dotage, undertake to nullify or supplant the laws which have 
been enacted by Congress in response to the normal processes 
of democracy, with their prejudices and out-of-date and dis- 
carded ideas, whose origin and foundation belong in a bygone 
age, then it is high time that something be done to induce these 
and all other judges to respect the democracy, which they are 
Sworn to protect and uphold. 

The plan proposed by President Roosevelt is one way of 
impressing upon our judges that they will be expected to show 
more respect for laws which have been enacted by elected law- 
makers, than quite a few of them have been doing during 
recent times. Humanitarian laws, urgently needed, ‘have been 
nullified by court decree, thus retarding progress, at the same 
time they were destroying the high esteem in which our courts 
previously had generally been held. 

Plenty of noise is being made about the President wanting 
to be a dictator, but he is merely expressing the will of the | 
majority of the people, as expressed at the last national elec- 
tion, when he takes our federal supreme court to task for 
setting itself up as the superior of Congress, by nullifying badly 
needed laws, after they had been passed and put into force by 
our national lawmaking body. It should be noted that those 
who are howling the most about dictatorship are the very ones 
who want our present reactionary high court to be dictator of 
our destinies. What they want is reaction, mossbackism, 
standpatism and anti-everything that stands for progress of the 
many or general betterment of the present deplorable and in- 
secure condition in which the masses of the people still find 
themselves. 

This idea of having octogenarians sit in judgment of the 
efforts of a virile and rapidly developing people is one that 
should be discarded by making it impossible for appointed 
judges to hold office after they reach the age of 65, at which 
time they should be required to retire for life on a sufficient 
pension to maintain them in comfort the remainder of their 
days. Such a change would require an amendment to our fed- 
eral constitution and that might take several years to be made 
a reality. In the meantime Roosevelt’s recommendation is one 
that should and doubtless will produce prompt results. We 
have had four years of reactionary justices standing in the way 
of progress. We certainly don’t want four more years of old 
fogies on the bench thwarting the will of the majority of the 
American people. | 


Collective Bargaining 

For many years organized labor and an increasing number 
of employers have practiced collective bargaining with one 
another. The plan has led to the peaceful and amicable settle- 
ment of relations with a very large percentage of employers 
who are willing to negotiate. 

It is the employer, who refuses to recognize the right of 
his employes to bargain collectively with him, who is the cause 
of by far the larger number of strikes. Most of the strikes, 
which have taken place, could have been averted if both sides 
would have taken the time to sit down at a conference table to 
make an honest effort to iron out their differences. 

In two pronounced cases, that of the maritime strike and 
in the strike against General Motors, no headway could be 
made with conferences, prior to the strikes. After long and 
expensive strikes, however, the employers did sit down with 
union representatives at conference tables, with the result that 
settlements were, reached, and both of these groups are now 
working again. In both these strikes everybody concerned 
would have been way ahead if the employers had been willing 
to make the same concessions to avert these strikes, which 
were made later to end them. k |
